A  corre»pond<nt,> rlting  from  Lackawanna, 
Pa.,  says  that  there  are  still  extensive  Inre*t* 
of  beech  and  oak  in  the  counties  of  Uayne, 
Pike  sod  Monroe,  in  tbla  8Ute,  and  In  the  ad¬ 
jacent  counties  of  Sullivau  and  Delaware,  in 
New  York,  with  seat  areas  o /  outlying  *warup 
land  of  laurel,  hemlock  and  tamarack.  These 
are  nearly  wltblh  hearing  d;stance  of  the  Erie 
Kail  way,  but  even  at  this  laic  day  the  black 
bear  make*  In  them  it*  favorite  breeding,  and 
feeding  hsu id*,  aimoac  aa  freely  and  In  nearly 
aa  large  number*  aa  It  did  before  civilization 
had  made  anjr  advance  In  the  region.  This 
animal  i*  hunted  with  great  pro  ill  hvmaitv  hack 
wood*  peofjje  In.  the  k-ouo:ies  named,  ami  lie 
sportsman  <fajs  no  little  pleasure  In  Its  chase. 
The  hunter  for  profit  can  corn  maid  from  f  15  U> 
f25  aplee*  fjj*  bearskin#,  and  n*  meat,  althuugh 
coarse  and  peaty,  finds  a  really  sale  at  ‘JO  cents  ., 
pound.  A  full  grown  bear  uot  mifrequeully 
brings  the  hunter  Itk)  Pn.inipent  among  the 
beartumterj  of  this  country  still  In  active  M-r- 
vtce  are  Jonas,  fill,  and  Brock  Shaffer.  Edward 
Quick,  aod  the  drecolng  family.  Jai-te  Ueiis.,n. 
now  eighty  ycara  o?>age,  is  a  famous  hunter 
who  has  retired.  Marcus  K-tUin  is  probably 
the  best  of  all  the  bear- hunters,  but  he  hunts 
merely  for  the  pleasure  there  is  in  the  *;>ort. 
He  Is  seventy,  snd  Is  s/il)  an  unerring  marks 
man  ‘‘Old  Fin"  Teefle,  of  Wayne  county. 
Is  a  famous  bear  hunter,  now  seventy-six  years 
old.  He  still  haul*  all  the  winter  long. 

Prom  au  old  bJ-ar  liUDter  of  1'ike  county,  who 
was  lu  thi*  place  laying  in  supplies  for  the  win¬ 
ter  a  few  davs  ago,  it  was  learned  that  there  are 

Zre  signs  of  bears  this  fsll  than  have  been 
t*n  for  years.  He  explained  how  they  knew 
when  bears  were  plenty  Along  the  edges  of 
the  great  swamps  there  fs  a  border  of  noit.  black 
mud.  These  swamps  are  many  of  them  almost 
Inaceasible  to  man,  and  the  bears  make  them 
their  places  of  refuge.  If  bears  are  plenty,  tha 
mud  along  the  edges,  at  this  time  of  year,  will 
be  broken  up,  as  f£.c<*.ar«  had  been  walking  and 
stamping  fn  it.  <11  intervals,  also,  the  mud 
would  be  hollowed  out  to  spots  eight  or  ten 
feet  long,  two  or  three  wide,  and  two  feet  deep. 

•  These  are  ‘‘swallow  hole*,"  made  by  the  bears, 
which  also  make  the  track*  along  the  edges  of 
the  swamps.  The  bear  will  almost  bury  them- 
aelvea  in  their  swallowr-’holea,  and  lie  in  them, 
grunting  and  snorting  .like  to  many  pigs,  fur 
hour*  at  a  time.  One  Way  of  Wiling  them  Is  to 
He  bidden  near  the  swamps  and  watch  for. theta 
vo  come  out  aad  wallow. 

Another  sign  of  the  presence  of  bears  in  the 
woods  Is  found  bv  examining  the  scrub-oak 
ridges.  If  great  patches  of  -gcrub-uuks  are 
found  crushed  to  the  ground,  Is  a  certain 
Indication  that  bears  hare  been  "working’’ 
there.  They  have  been  out  feeding  on  the 
acorns.  They  rise  upon  their  fore  paws  nail 
beat  the  buabe (^violently.  This  knocks  the 
scorns  to  the  ground,  and  at  the  same  lime 
breaks  down  the  scrub-oaks.  After  a  bear  has 
thrashed  a  space  of  several  rods  around,  he 
goes  over  the  ground  and  feeds  upon  the  acorn* 
he  baa  knocked  off.  If  a  hunter,  out  prospect¬ 
ing.  goes  through  wood*  or  idea  ings,  or  open 
fields,  and  finds  the  stones  turned  up  for  acres, 
and  acres,  he  knows  a  bear  has  been  there,  and 
has  made  his  heme  for  the  nonce  in  the  vicinity 
Bears  are  very  fond  of  crickets,  slugs  aud  bugs 
or  all  kind*,  and  they  know  that  their  favorite 
Insects  make  their  homes  in  the  fall  under 
stones,  aud  turn  them  up  to  get  at  the  bugs. 
YelIow-jack*t  and  hornets’  uesta,  er  rather 
their  contend,  are  favorite  morsels  with  the 
black  bear.  If  a  bear  sees  a  yellow -jacket  or  a 
hornet  working  in  the  wools,  he  acts  like  a 
crazy  thing  uutll  he  find*  the  hole  the  0ue  eaters 
or  the  tree  or  rock  to  which  the  nest  of  the  olh- 

S»e<L  He  prauct's  and  dances  around 

te  woods,  licking  his  chop*  aud  whin- 
owttng  until  his  uaerriug  scent  leads 
him  to  the  object  of  his  search.  Yellow-jack¬ 
ets  build  their  ueals  in  the  ground.  Wheu  the 
bear  fludv  one  it  takes  hut  a  few  swoops  of  his 
fore  paws  to  turn  It  wrong  side  out.  The  bees 
swarm  out  In  clouds  and  cover  the  bear  until  he 
look*  as  if  he  pus  paiuted  yellow.  He  pays  no 
attention  to  their  attacks,  although  au  artiafil 
of  yellow-jacket#  ou  any  other  aidtnal  vronfa 
noon  result  in  death. 

The  bear  merely  shuts  bis  eyes  and  grins  as 
he  scoops  the  honey  out  with  his  paws  and  lic^s 
them  off  until  the  nest  is  despoiled  of  evafv 
trace  oi  its  sweeta.  The  old  hunter  who  givis 
these  observations  on  the  domestic  habits  Df 
the  bear,  declares  that  be  shot  a  big  bear  once 
la  Pinchot  Swamp,  over  In  the  High  Knob 
gion.  He  killed  It,  but  when  he  went 
taerurtSM  out  he  found  that  the  bear  had  heen 
robbing  a  yellow-jacket's  nest,  and  it  was  still 
covered  with  the  fiery  Buie  insects  "If  tkat 
h’sr  had  heeu  wounded  only,  and  had  showed 
fight.  I’d  a  valued  right  Into  it  without  any  de¬ 
lay.  But  whea  one  o’  them  cussed  little  hot 
tailed  varmints  of  a  y tiler- Jacket  come  a  (livin’ 
U  use.  I  didn't  want  none  o'  him,  aad  I  cut  and 
run.  I  srs'ut  afeered  o’  do  wounded  b’ar,  but- 
that  yaller  bee  soared  me  out.  I  dldu’t  dare  to 
go  arter  that  b’artill  next  day." 

Hornets  build  their  nests  high  up  in  the 
branches  of  trees,  or  fasten  them  to  rocks,  out 
of  the  reach  of  harm.  But  cunning  as  these 
insects  are,  they  are  no  match  for  the  bear.  A

THE  CROCODILE'S  FRET. 

Belling  its  prey,  r^#  crocodile,  if  there  Is  any 
|  struggle,  drowns  it,  and  can  manage  h*  do  so 
j  willy  its  jaws  stretched  out  grasping  its  prey, 

|  for  ft  has  a  special  structural  arrangement  by 
which  the  water  is  prevented  from  rushing 
I  down  Its  own  throat  and  producing  suffocation 
[  First  of  all,  before  noticing  this,  it  must  he 
stated  that,  unlike  the  Chelontan  reptiles,  the 
i  crocodile  can  breathe  with  the  mouth  open,  and 
the  air  rushes  info  their  lungs  when  their  mov> 

1  able  ribs  expand;  for  although  the  skin  is  tough 
|  ami  armor-plated  it  is  not  suppoit'd  by  a 
!  bony  expansion  which  restricts  the  movements 
I  of  the  rib*.  Thev  have  s  more  or  less  rudimen¬ 
tary. but  still  very  useful,  diaphragm.  T£e  nos- 
|  t  rils  of  the  crocodile,  situated  near  the  Aid  of 
!  the  snout,  are  capable  of  being  closed  at  the 
|  w  ill  of  the  animal,  and  Ihev  are  connected  in 
the  snout  with  a  passage,  w  hich  is  limited  be¬ 
low.  not  *s  in  the  mammalia  by  palate-boms 
atone,  but  also  by  pterygoids,  and  which  open 
far  back  iu  the  throat.  The  roof  of  the  mouth 
has  a  membrane  on  it  that  ends  backward  in 
*  fold  which,  taking  away  the  uvula,  resembles 
that  of  a  man  in  position.  Tlie  upper  fold  rests 
on  the  back  of  the  tongue  wheu  the  mouth  is 
closed  and  Ihe  air  passes  above  and  behind  it 
into  the  throat  before  reaching  the  lungs.  The 
tongue  Is  a  large,  flabby  structure,  incapable  of 
protrusion,  and  has  a  hyoid  bone  at  its  broad 
binder  tart  in  the  throat,  and  on  it  and  the 
tongue  is  a  lower  flap  of  membrane  reaching 
across  the  throat  and  being  parallel  at  its  free 
|  edge  with  the  upper  fold. 

When  the  crocodile  drags  a  struggling  animal 
into  the  water  in  its  jawgrip  It  shuts  its  nostrils, 
sinks  down  and  closes  the  back  of  its  throat  by 
m Oscular  action,  which  brings  the  upper  and 
lov^er  tnembraue  folds  together.  No  water  cau 
then  pass  into  ihe  throat.  After  a  while  the 
crocodile  just  raises  the  Up  of  its  snout  above 
water,  opens  The  valves  of  Its  nostrils  and  takes 
in  air,  which  pass's  along  the  passage  above  I 
the  pallate,  behind  the  folds  of  skin  into  the 
throat  and  thence  into  the  lungs.  It  tears  iu  : 
prey,  if  soft ;  should  it  not  be  able  to  bolt  it,  It  j 
hides  U  away  until  decomposition  softens  the  I 
tissues  and  permits  them  to  be  swallowed.  The  ! 
food  passes  along  a  narrow,  loug  gullet  and 
(esophagus  to  a  single  globular  stomach,  the  j 
mucous  membrane  of  the  passage  being  folded  ] 
Mid  villous,  but  that  of  the  stomach  is  very  [ 
thin.  The  opening  tn  the  stomach  for  the  in- j 
test  toe.  It  Close  to  that  for  the  (esophagus,  snd  ' 
there  fs  a  small  pyloric  cnFde-sac  separated  off  i 
from  the  main  cavity,  through  which  food  must 
pass  iuto  the  intestine.  The  stomach  has  the 
mucous  membrane  tbiu,  and  |t  Is  folded  and 
placed  in  serpentine  ridges  ;  the  cellular  coat 
outside  it  is  thick  and  the  more  external  mus¬ 
cular  tunic  made  -of  fibers  radiating  from  the 
center  to  the  circumference.  Issuing  from  a 
kind  of  fitae  of  membrane  it  Tory  strong.  This 
stomach  Is  not  without  Its  rr semblance  to  the 
gizzard  of  a  heron.  The  food  gets  crashed  end 
digested  in  part  there  and  passes  iuto  a  much- 
folded  small  iuteatlne,  with  a  peculiar  glandu¬ 
lar  layer  add  then  into  s  large  gut  with  internal 
projection#  on  its  membrane.
